Selecting A Balanced 
Diet 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Beyond any question of a doubt, there are 
many thousands of people now using badly bal- 
anced diets who are thereby creating fuiure 
disease, and most of these people come from the 
ranks of those who are getting enough to eat. 
Any diet which does not supply enough vitamins 
and mineral elements must 
be termed a starvation diet, 
even if other foods are plenti- 
ful. 

Most people eat too much 
and yet they still suffer from 
malnutrition. If their diet is 
not properly balanced, it may 
contain too much of certain 

. foods and not enough of others 
Dr. F. McCoy A balanced diet must contain 
proteins,. carbohydrates, fets, mineral elements, 
fruit acids, vitamins and cellulose. When any of 
these food elements are absent a deficiency de- 
velops which may result in sickness or disturbed 
functioning. 

In preparing a wel! balanced diet it is not 
necessary to measure the exact amounts of these 
substances with a scale or spoon, for the body 
has considerable latitude and can store, discard 
or select the elements it needs, providing they 
occur in the diet in sufficient quantities 

The most cotimon error in the ordinary diet 
consists in using too much of the refined starches 
and sugars. A diet over-balanced with acid- 
producing foods usually causes acidosis and may 
lead to such disorders as diabetes, nephritis, and 
rheumatism, or may cause the one indulging in 
it to become overly plump. In some instances, 
over-indulgence in sweets is capable of disturb- 
ing the digestion and also of causing pimples to 
appear on the face. 


On the other hand, the diet may be lacking 
in food iron which will keep the red blood cells 
from securing the iron which they need and thus 
pave the way for anemia. Or, lack of calcium 
may cause early decay of the teeth. In some cases 
the one using a diet consisting largely of refined 
foods may not secure enough iodine, which will 
have an effect upon the thyroid gland 

A diet which is lacking in cellulose or bulk 
may sérve to produce constipation which is the 
foundtaion for so many illnesses. That is a very 
important point and yet you will see people using 
a sandwich made of white bread. together with 
a fountain drink as the entire luncheon, utterly 
ignoring the fact that the large intestine needs 
bulk to work upon. If the other meals ignore this 
need of the body for roughage as completely as 
it is neglected for luncheon, the miracle is that 
some colons ever work at all, and not that they 
fail to work occasionally. 

It is always important that the diet has suffi- 
cient protein to rebuild the w 
Children, especially, need a balan 
growing, in order to build strong, 
and keep well. However, it is necessary 
that the “grown-ups” secure a diet that is prop- 
erly balanced in order to carry on the complex 
funct of the body and to renew the worn-

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

Four years ago the neurotic Hitler in a 
burst of hysteria told the German people that 
if he didn't make good on his promises by the 
end of four years they could “crucify” him. 
The simile he used is revealing. 

Last Saturday the four years were up. Some 
nervous folk were alarmed lest Hitler would 
announce a holy jehad. None feared that he 
would offer himself up to be crucified. He has 
done much in the past four years. He has per- 
secuted the Jews; beheaded Communists; mur- 
dered rivals; given Germany guns instead of 
butter; re-militarized the Rhineland; made fur- 
tive war on the Spanish Republican government; 
brought out the French and British fleets to pa- 
trol Spanish waters; helped send 400,000 Spanish 
men, women and children to their graves; start- 
ed Britain re-arming; made a treaty with his 
brother-Nazis in Japan that threatens the fish 
supply of the Japanese people and sent the Jap- 
anese government which signed it, into oblivion. 

He may not have made the German people 
happy, but he has earned a reputation as the 
bad boy of Europe. It will be interesting to see 
where he is in another four years. “Panem et 
cirenses” was the Roman recipe in such situa- 
tions. The German people have had the circuses; 
will they be content to forego the bread?” 


Writers often quote the severity of the Rus- 
sian authorities against railroaders whose Jax- 
ity causes train-wrecks. Usually the railroad- 
erg are sentenced to death ? 

A week ago there happened a train wreck 
on the C.P.R. near Breton. At once Mr. Ivan 
Mackay, superintendent of operations. came with 
a corps of experts. The most searching investi- 
gation was instituted of every person and every 
detail. Their theory is that no accident must 
ever be repeated. Any accident must make traf- 
fic that much safer. Mark Twain used the idea 
in a short story, where he makes a railway offi- 
cial quiet a nervous passenger, alarmed at hear- 
ing that their engineer had been in a previou: 
wreck. Says the official, “You need never 
that he will be in another accident of th 
kind.” In Russia, however, the 
send the luckless railroader to a firing squad.
